Woodland denied bail 
in arraignment Monday

A Salt Lake businessman being 
held on charges of second degree mur- 
der and aggravated assault was ar- 
raigned Monday. 

Eugene Woodland, 60, also known 
as “Captain Nemo,” will be held with- 
out bail until his preliminary hearing 
scheduled for April 11 in the 3rd Cir- 
cuit Court, said Bud Ellett of the Salt 
Lake Attorney’s office. 

Woodland’s defense attorney, Phil 
Hansen, said the prosecution asked 
Woodland be held without bail be- 
cause he was a threat to public safety. 

Woodland will probably be bound 
over to a higher court where he would 
enter a plea, but Woodland has not 
decided what to plead, Hansen said. 

Woodland is accused in the shoot- 
ing death of a former business associ- 
ate, Bruce Larson, 40, of 1185 Hedge 
Lawn Way, Sandy. Larson died in 
the LDS Hospital emergency room 
about 5 p.m. March 28 after being 
shot six times with what police said 
was a .38 caliber revolver. 

The shooting occurred in a building 
near 4000 S. 900 East, which Wood- 


land once owned, Ellett said. 

Manny Lassig, Salt Lake County 
Sheriff Department homicide detec- 
tive, said Woodland no longer owns 
the building. A group of Woodland’s 
creditors, including Larson, bought 
the property and were renovating the 
building to be rented, Lassig said. 

The assault charge stems from the 
wounding of Glen Fisk, 27, who was 
shot in the hand while helping another 
man subdue the assailant, Ellett said. 

According to witnesses quoted by 
the Salt Lake Tribune, a man entered 
the building and asked for Larson. 
Witnesses then heard six shots and 
saw aman run from the building. 

Fisk and Matt Hawkes, 21, fol- 
lowed the man to a nearby apartment 
complex and tackled him, said Capt. 
Bob Jack of the County Sheriff De- 
partment. In the ensuing struggle the 
man pulled a gun and shot Fisk. 

Fisk was taken to St. Marks hospi- 
tal where he was treated and then 
released Thursday afternoon. 

Woodland is called “Captain Nemo” 
because he is often seen wearing 
jumpsuits with the legs tucked into 
boots, ornate rings on his fingers and 
a cape over his shoulders, Ellett said. 


Book ‘Chaos’ expounds 
scientific mini-revolution

In his essay criticizing Arthur 
Jensen’s embarrassing portrayal of 
intelligence, Steven J. Gould lists 
three alternate ways to “retreat in 
the face of failure.” 

The first, and my personal favorite, 
is personified by Clarence Darrow, 
one of the most brilliant agnostics of 
this century. He mentioned that if he 
ever found himself brought before 
judgment with God and the twelve 
apostles present “he would simply 
step up to the bench, bow low, and 
say: ‘Gentlemen, I was wrong.’” 

The second strategy, that of a “stiff 
upper lip,” involves always looking 
for the bright side of things. The third 
alternative is, sadly, also the most 
common, It is to declare victory and 
punt hard (“An Urchin in the Storm,” 
p. 124). Science, as a discipline, al- 
most always alternates between the 
last two of the above alternatives. 

“Chaos” is the hardest punt of this 
century — the inevitable result of an 
ideological revolution in physics that 
began properly in 1927 with Werner 
Heisenberg. The notion that science 
could suffer revolutions was proposed 


by ‘Thomas Kuhn in his 1962 book, 
“The Structure of Scientific Revolu- 
tions.” “Chaos” has all of the qualities 
of areal revolution, at least according 
to James Gleick’s book. 

It is very well recognized that it is 
time for a revolution, as both objec- 
tivism (the belief in only one truth) 
and subjectivism (the belief in many 
truths) are inadequate as methods of 
finding truth. This interdisciplinary 
act of common consciousness is ex- 
tremely rare, and history shows us 
that such revolutionaries as Darwin, 
Kant, Newton and Descartes were 
pivotal figures not only because of 
their ideas, but also because they 
were alive at the right time. 

The mini-revolutions from within 
physics (Bohr, Heisenberg, Feynman 
and Bohm); linguistics (Wittgenstein, 
Chomsky and Rosch); psychology 
(Neisser); philosophy (Heidegger, 
Gadamer and Sartre); and literature 
(Derreda) have all been in anticipa- 
tion of anew general method of know- 
ing. Some of these revolutions are 
metaphysical like the method they 
propose to overthrow, while others 
are non-metaphysical; and while the 
metaphysical/non-metaphysical  dis- 
tinction is only one of many possible 
dichotomies, it is a useful one when 
looking at the “Chaos” theory. 

Metaphysics have been around at 
least since Plato and Aristotle; and if 
“Chaos” is successful, it will be 
around for quite a bit longer. Meta- 
physics is the belief that everything 
can be built upon a foundation of

Bush urged

NEW YORK — tiaslda Marcos’ | 
attorney contended Tuesday that 
George Bush urged her husband to

American properties?” 

The Marcoses, “who saw them- 
selves as children of America,” 
took the advice, Spence said.

Earlier Tuesday, a prosecutor 
portrayed Mrs. Marcos as an un- 
controlled spender who treated the 
Philippine National- Bank as her 
“personal piggy bank.” 

The former Philippines first lady 
and her late husband, Ferdinand, 
were named in the 1988 indictment 
that charged them with stealing 
millions of dollars from their home- 
land’s treasury to buy Manhattan 
real estate; jewelry and art. Mar- 
cos died in exile in Hawaii last Sep- 
tember. 

Spence said Marcos was warned 
by the CIA that he might not have 
enough money to marshal a force to 
recapture the Philippines if it was 
taken over by the Communist in- 
surgency. 

Without going into specifics, 
Spence claimed that the CIA was 
worried that the Philippines would 
fall to the Communists as Cuba had 
been taken over by Fidel Castro. 

“The evidence in this case is that 
the CIA was aware of every trans- 
action that took place in this case,” 
Spence said without giving details. 

Prosecutors objected repeatedly 
as Spence gave a rambling dis- 
course of Philippine history. U.S. 
District Judge John F. Keenan 
sharply rebuked the defense attor- 
ney several times. 

At one point, Keenan told 
Spence: “We’re not going to go 
back to Philippine election cam- 
paigns. We’re going to try the case 
before this court.” 

If convicted of racketeering,

Mrs. Marcos would face up to 50 
years in prison and a $1 million fine.

Poindexter jurors separated from press 


WASHINGTON — The judge in John Poindexter’s trial disclosed Tuesday 
that two jurors had been contacted by the news media and he ordered the jury 
sequestered to avoid further problems from such “irresponsible behavior.” 

U.S. District Court Judge Harold Greene said both jurors will remain on the 
panel because they “were alert and intelligent and didn’t allow” any conversa- 
tion about the case to take place. 

He said of the contacts, “Some now might think this was an obstruction of 
justice. ... I will think about that.” 

Poindexter lawyer Richard Beckler said he had no objection to the two 
jurors staying on the panel. 

Poindexter, who was national security adviser to then-President Reagan 
from late 1985 to November 1986, is charged with conspiring to obstruct 
Congress, making false statements to lawmakers and obstructing congres- 
sional inquiries into the Iran-Contra affair. 

Jury deliberations resumed for a second day after a court session to discuss 
the contacts. 

At the session, it was disclosed that Washington Post reporter Nora Bous- 
tany had telephoned juror Leroy Witherspoon at home after Monday’s first 
day of deliberations in the Poindexter trial. 

Juror William Harris said he was contacted Monday evening by a woman 
identifying herself as a reporter. He hung up and she didn’t call back. 


SLC bridges on I-80 will be reinforced 


SALT LAKE CITY — Because of the San Francisco earthquake, a section 
of Interstate 80 near downtown Salt Lake City is going to be stronger than 
originally planned. 

Following the October quake, Utah engineers revised plans for some of the 
I-80 bridges that were to be rebuilt, incorporating design elements based on 
lessons learned in the California freeway collapse. 

The additional cost will be only $100,000, since the reconstruction was going 
ahead anyway, said project engineer DeLoy Dye. I-80 closed Oct. 1 last year 
and is expected to reopen next Oct. 1, Dye said. Reconstruction of the 1.5-mile 
segment, between Redwood Road and I-15, will cost $13 million. 

Workmen of Gilbert Western Co. have torn down bridges over 9th West, 
10th West, Navajo Street, the Jordan River and Second South and have 
largely rebuilt them from ground up. 

The San Francisco — Oakland freeway collapsed when pers and abutments 
separated, the pillars fractured and splayed outward and the decks dropped on 
top of one another. 


Israel launches experimental satellite 


JERUSALEM — Israel sent its second experimental satellite into orbit 
Tuesday and showed off its advanced rocket technology at a time of rising 
Middle East tensions. 

Israel denied that the Ofek-2 satellite was part of a program to spy on its 
Arab neighbors, but Israeli leaders boasted that the launch showed the 
country’s scientific and military superiority over Arab countries. 

Military analysts have long noted that Israel’s space program could give it 
immediate intelligence on Arab military moves and the rocket technology 
involved also could carry more lethal payloads. 

Witnesses said the rocket that hefted the 352-pound satellite into space 
lifted off at 3:02 p.m. (6:02 a.m. MST). The Ofek-2 — “Ofek” is Hebrew for 
“horizon” — was launched from an undisclosed site in the center of the country 
and entered orbit 90 minutes later. 

It was fired westward over the Mediterranean to avoid giving Arab coun- 
tries a look at the rocket. Despite the secrecy of the launch, civilians including 
que of school children stopped to watch the rocket arch into partly cloudy 
skies

Forecasted economic dip an ‘aberration’ 


WASHINGTON — The government’s main economic forecasting gauge 
plunged 1.0 percent in February, its steepest drop in nine months, the govern- 
ment said Tuesday. But analysts said the decrease was misleading. 

The Commerce Department said Tuesday its latest Index of Leading Eco- 
nomic Indicators — designed to forecast economic activity six to nine months 
in advance —- wiped out three months of increases with the largest decline 
since a 1.1 percent fall last May. 

But analysts said the report was an aberration caused by a record 25 percent 
drop in building permits in February from January’s 26.8 percent gain as 
builders took advantage of warm w veather and tried to beat deadlines for new 
g gover nmentregulations. - >: rie

“Marsh suspended for missing drug test 


SALT LAKE CITY — Olympic steeplechaser Henry Marsh says his 
little-known comeback may have been dealt a fatal blow following his two-year 
suspension by the U.S. track federation. 

Marsh, an American record-holder in the steeplechase, confirmed Tuesday 
that he had been suspended by The Athletics Congress for failing to report for 
a drug test. 

If upheld, the ruling virtually precludes the Utah runner's planned bid for 
the 1991 World Championships and the 1992 Olympics. Marsh would not be 
eligible to compete again until April 1992. Marsh, 36, last competed at the 1988 
Olympics in Seoul. TAC contends Marsh acted irresponsibly in failing to make 
himself available for drug testing last December. Marsh says business commit- 
ments made it difficult for him to do so. 

Indeed, Marsh had an out-of-competition drug test just two months earlier, 
in October, that was negative. The reason his name came up again, he said, is 
that under the policy, the high-profile performers are tested the most. Marsh 
has been the nation’s No. 1-ranked steeplechaser for several years.

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Provo council sets 
public hearings

At their Tuesday night study meet- 
ing, the Provo city council scheduled 
three public hearings to be held at the 
council chambers. 

Two hearings are scheduled for 
April 17. In the first, the council will 
hear appropriations for several city 
funds. The second concerns the li- 
censing of pawnbrokers, second hand 
dealers and coin dealers. 

Provo Police Sergeant PhilJohnson 
said that often when the police de- 
partment is conducting a search for a 
stolen item, the police don’t find out 
the item has been pawned until it has 
been sold several times. 

Johnson said this problem could be 
avoided if before licenses were given 
to pawnbrokers and dealers they 
would have to agree to a 30-day limit 


before an item could be sold. It has 
also been suggested that these people 
be required to complete a pawn ticket 
for each item bought and sold, John- 
son said. This would allow police offi- 
cers to easily track stolen items. 

The third public hearing will be 
held April 24. The council will hear 
suggestions regarding the removal or 
renovation of the bandstand at Pio- 
neer Park. 

Mayor Joseph Jenkins said the de- 
molition of the bandstand would be 
$3,000. Jenkins said building a pavil- 
ion for pienics or other such activities 
would cost between $25,000 and 
$35,000. If a bed of flowers were 
planted on the land after the demoli- 
tion of the bandstand, the cost would 
be approximately $7,000. 

Mayor Jenkins said at the opening 
of the meeting that Tuesday was the 
celebration of Provo’s 141st Birthday.

Watch out for book thieves 
as semester winds down

Spring is here, the semester is com- 
ing to an end and textbooks are disap- 
pearing. 

Lt. Dan Evans of the University 
Police cautions all students to protect 
their valuables, especially backpacks, 
wallets, purses and textbooks, during 
the month of April. 

In 1989, between April 1 and April 
27, University Police received 18 re- 
ports of stolen books and 10 reports of 
stolen wallets and purses. There were 
66 thefts totaling $9,654 in losses. 
Only $830 was recovered. 

“Invariably, the items stolen were 
not secured or otherwise unattended. 
Locking doors, keeping one’s per- 
sonal belongings close or at least in 
sight, are crime prevention methods 
that work,” Evans said. 

Evans said textbook theft in- 
creases at the end of semesters be- 
cause of the opportunity to sell books 
back. Books are easily resold and are 
increasing in price. A stolen book is a 
100 percent profit for the thief, and 
the victim loses the money invested in 
the book. 


It is possible to find the thief and 
retrieve stolen books if the books are 
sold to the BYU Bookstore. Univer- 
sity Police issue a letter giving the 
victim authorization to search for the 
stolen books in the BYU Bookstore’s 
inventory. 

If the books are located, the seller 
is brought in for questioning. Once 


_ the theft is substantiated the seller is 


arrested and charged with the theft. 

Books must be identifiable to be 
retrieved, positive idetitification in- 
cludes the original owner’s name and 
social security number written in the 
book. 

If victim’s identification is not in 
the book there is no way to identify 
that the book belonged to the victim. 

The Bookstore and University Po- 
lice urge students to put their name 
and social security number in their 
books when they are first purchased. 

University Police offer other iden- 
tification suggestions, including 
marking a specific page number as 
well as the inside cover with name and 
ID number. Immediately reporting 
book thefts is best, and not leaving 
books unattended in public places also 
reduces chances of theft.

“The most common car that uses a 
cellular phone is actually a Chevro- 
let,” Wolfenbarger said. This is be- 
cause a lot of government jobs require 
them for business. 

“An office no longer has four walls, 
but four doors,” he said. It is becom- 
ing the trend to do more business out 
of the automobile. There are small 
portable computers now that have 
FAX machines and telephones built 
right into them.

Blackburn said, “It will be more 
than likely that we will see a trend of 
markets merging together.”

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Protecting civil rights 
through Appeals Council 


Long overdue and essential to ev- 
eryone’s personal and _ individual 
rights and academic freedoms as well 
as justice and fairness at BYU is the 
BYU Appeals Council. I so much 
agreed with and appreciated the can- 
did and straightforward remarks of 
Dr. Eugene England. What strength 
of character and dedicated real love 
for his brothers and sisters to stand 
up for their freedoms, hear their 
pleas, to care enough for their suffer- 
ings that he can see the need for and 
work to establish an Appeals Council. 
Only by having an Appeals council 
made up of faculty, staff and stu- 
dents, can anyone get a fair and unbi- 
ased hearing when accused of wrong- 
doings at BYU; a fair hearing by our 
peers, rather than an edict by our 
authorities. 

Too often, I feel, well intentioned 
Stake Presidents, Bishops, and other 
influential church leaders who fill the 
executive positions of decisions and 
authority at BY U become confused in 
their roles and solve problems at 
BYU asif they were problems in their 
wards and stakes. For example: If 
someone in the ward or stake is not 
performing in their calling in a man- 
ner desirable to the ward or stake 
leaders, or commits a trespass, the 
bishop or stake president can simply 
release that individual and his in- 
tegrity remains intact, his family life 
is undisturbed and it does not affect 
his financial stability. A vote of 
thanks for his efforts is extended to 
him by his brothers and sisters in the 
ward or stake and life goes on. An 
opportunity to repent and obtain for- 
giveness exists. 

When these well intentioned Stake 
Presidents and Bishops are in posi- 
tions at BYU wherein they have au- 
thority to fire individuals, they forget 
that BYU, in addition to its ecclesias- 
tical responsibilities, is a business, 
and should be run like a business. 
Other businesses do not terminate in- 
dividuals without conducting a thor- 
ough investigation, trying to solve 
the problem at the lowest possible 
level, giving verbal or written warn- 
ings, probation and every opportu- 
nity to solve the problem, reserving 
termination as the last resort. 

When a decision is made to fire 
someone at BYU based on accusa- 
tions made by.— it doesn’t: matter 
who — every aspect of that person’s 
life is in jeopardy. It affects the well 
being of the whole family. The fam- 
ily’s means of support is terminated, 
the family suffers financial ruin, em- 
barrassment among peers and the 
community and the individual suffers 
loss of integrity and _ self-esteem. 
One’s personal worthiness is ques- 
tioned by their local church leaders. 
Who will hire someone fired from 
BYU? Especially in Utah, in this 
Mormon community? 

Other businesses would never op- 
erate the way BYU does in these mat- 
ters as they are subject to lawsuit 
through the courts if civil rights are 
abused. BYU, church owned and op- 
erated, yet still a business, has special 
exemption from the law as stated in 
Amos vs. Presidency of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 
This case states churches are specifi- 
cally exempted from civil rights laws. 
Because of this court decision, in 
some cases, BYU gives no consider- 


VITA (Voluntary Income Tax As- 
sistance) is a joint operation of 
BYUSA and Beta Alpha Psi, the ac- 
counting fraternity, and is located in 
the northwest corner of the Memo- 
rial lounge.

ation to an individuals’ civil rights and 
actions are taken to terminate which 
offend these civil rights. 

No matter what laws men pass or 
whether or not BYU uses these laws 
to justify their actions, our civil rights 
are inalienable, rights that may not be 
taken away or transferred, as given 
to us by God. When a person is dis- 
missed from BYU without even 
knowing who his accusers are or the 
specifics of the offense and is not af- 
forded a fair hearing by his peers or a 
chance to face his accusers face to 
face, then his civil rights have been 
offended. If he is barred from writing 
or saying what he believes to be true 
then his freedom of speech and press, 
both civil rights, are offended. If he 
cannot practice his religion according 
to the dictates of his own conscience 
without fear of being terminated at 
BYU then his freedom of religion, a 
civil right, has been offended. 

The only way anyone at BYU can 
be treated fairly in these types of mat- 
ters is by: 1) having a published Uni- 
versity Handbook which requires all, 
faculty, staff, students and even BYU 
administrators to follow its guideli- 
nes. Each person when hired or en- 
tering the student ranks of BYU 
needs to be given a copy so they can 
know exactly what limitations, if any, 
are imposed on their conduct and ex- 
pression, and 2) establish an appeals 
council composed of faculty, staff and 
students, thereby affording all fair 
and unbiased due process. 

Under the current policies and pro- 
cedures, when a decision is made to 
terminate someone, this decision is 
supported fully at all levels of upper 
management even though a person 
has the right to and does go through 
the process of a grievance. He really 
has no hope of justice or of righting 
the wrong that has been done when 
termination has resulted. For if they 
were to reverse the decision it would 
cause a great morale problem in their 
own ranks. For this reason the ap- 
peals council needs to be established 
in order to circumvent the unfair situ- 
ation which now exists. 

The mere existence of this commit- 
tee would insure fairness and extend 
an opportunity for repentance and 
forgiveness. Disciplinary action when 
warranted ‘could’-be administered 
through: probationary means;:'while 
yet keeping intact an individual's fi- 
nancial base, his integrity, his worthi- 
ness and personal worth. I believe 
this is more in line with a Zion people. 
It does not cause permanent damage, 
resulting in termination from BYU, 
an end to a person’s career with 
church employment, forever barred 
from BYU admissions as a student (if 
disciplinary actions have been taken 
against you, youre no longer eligible 
for admissions) and in some cases - 
barred from even being in certain 
buildings on campus with threats of 
restraining orders through the 
courts. 

To quote Dr. England, “It could be 
a place where those who feel op- 
pressed could appeal, and in turn it 
could appeal to the stated standards 
and the conscience of our community 
and those with authority in it.”

come credit.” The credit is a positive 
credit which means that even if you 
paid no federal income tax for 1989 
or will receive a full refund of tax 
paid, you still will likely be eligible to 
receive an additional amount in re- 
fund. The maximum amount of the 
credit is $910 ifa taxpayer’s reduced 
income rises and is completely 
phased out at an income level of 
$19,340. Most married students 
with children will probably fall in the 
earned income credit category and 
should look into it.

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A solution for ‘no room at the In 


In a fireside given Sunday night, February 25, 
Elder Boyd K. Packer made some remarks concern- 
ing the future of BYU. The address was perhaps 
made to explain the newly imposed system of eccle- 
siastical endorsements, and why it was necessary 
because of fierce competition to enter the Univer- 
sity. It would ensure that those who made commit- 
ments to live the gospel and weren’t, wouldn’t be 
squandering the space of the many willing to do so, 
and thus be wasting the “widow’s mite,” which com- 
poses 70% of the University’s expenses. 

This of course is a very important issue, yet it is 
only a symptom of a larger problem. In my opinion 
the real problem is: “In view of the rapid growth of 
the Church can BYU continue to serve a useful 
purpose as a tool for the Church?” It’s obvious that 
BYU is overcrowded and it still is not able to fulfill 
its mission to, and for, the entire church. 

Every passing year it will continue to serve less 
and less its purpose except to an elitist group, which 
in no way can be fairly or justly picked.-Many pay 
tithes to keep the University functioning, yet will 
never receive the benefit of that sacrifice. Already 
we see that their children will not, and°cannot, re- 
ceive the benefits either. Even now, the Church has 
to reject many who would desire to enter the Uni- 
versity. It is the dream of many missionaries to 
return home and attend BYU; unfortunately how- 
ever, the number of missionaries in the field now 
would make up more than 80% of the number cur- 
rently enrolled. 

“The only ultimate justification for BYU,” says 
Jeffrey R. Holland, “is that those who come here 
leave superbly educated. There are less expensive 
ways to hold Young Adult conferences. There are 
less expensive ways to have pizza parties. There are 
less expensive ways to meet new friends and play a 
little tennis...If we haven’t learned to study...then 
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we’ve paid too much of someone else’s money for 
BYU....” If a superb education is the only justifiable 
reason to have BYU, then it would seem that what is 
paid for is not the education itself, which can be 
obtained at any government funded institution, but 
the atmosphere for that education. While the body 
of the Church continues to grow, the atmosphere 
supplied by the BYU campus continues to meet less 
and less of the greater church’s needs. 


SOLUTION 


In the human body it would be impossible for 
every part of the body to come to the lining of the 
stomach and receive the nourishment; instead cer- 
tain cells take the nourishment and bring it to other 
parts of the body, to the parts that can’t come them- 
selves.

The Moscow Circus, complete

Russian language and literature at 
BYU, said he watched the circus 
perform at least twice in Moscow. 

“Tt is the finest and most enjoyable 
of circuses,” Rogers said. 

“T don’t think we have finer animal 
acts anywhere,” Rogers said, refer- 
ring to the circus’ bear acts and pre- 
cision routines with horses. 

Granath said the bears of the cir- 
cus, trained by Raisa and Grant 
Ibragimov, do amazing things such 
as catch and put eight rings over 
their heads in rapid succession and 
dance the “twist.” 

Granath said the show will include 
acrobat Alexander Hertz’s aerial 
troupe which will display quadruple 
somersaults and perform an undupli- 
cated feat — propelling a flyer 66 
feet across the length of the net. 

Rogers said while the acrobatics 
was not quite a spectacular as Amer- 
ican circuses, the entire show “is a 
little more artistic.”

New police computer 
identifies fingerprints

The objective of the downtown 
cleanup project is to prepare for 400 
people who will come for the annual 
Governor’s Conference, which Provo 
will host this year. The conference 
will explain to representatives from 
cities all over the state how to attract 
tourists, Walton said. 

The attendees at the conference 
will find out how to bring tourism to 
their area by learning things such as 
preparing brochures and attracting 
bus groups, Walton said. 

The group will also tour Utah’ 
County to see what sites are here. 
Many people here don’t think Utah 
County has anything interesting, 
Walton said. But “we have a number 
of nice museums and outdoor attrac- 
tions,” she said. “BYU is also a big 
draw (for tourists) because of sport- 
ing events, parents visiting students 
and many seminars,” she said. 

People from state, local and re- 
gional government, travel agents and 
airline employees will attend the con- 
ference, Mack said. Topics will be me- 
dia relations, airline trends, public 
speaking, professionalism in tourism 
and bicycling. 


Since January, 19 arrests have 
been made in Utah because of a 
new five-state fingerprint identifi- 
cation computer system. 

The Automated Fingerprint 
Identification System is the first of 
its kind in the world, said Terry 
Dennis, assistant bureau chief of 
the Utah State Department of Pub- 
lic Safety. 

“The system has solved bur- 
glaries, robberies and auto theft,” 
Dennis said. 

An unidentified female body was 
tdentified last spring using the sys- 
tem, he said. 

“We ran a fingerprint check on 
her and found she had been ar- 
rested in Portland, Ore. If if hadn’t 
been for AFIS we would never 
have reached the point of investi- 
gating the crime because we had no 
way of identifying the body other- 
wise,” Dennis said. 

Detective Gerald Nielsen of 
Orem said that last week the sys- 
tem positively identified a finger- 
print left in an unsolved crime in- 
volving a pop machine. 

A fingerprint was taken from a 
metal strip that had been pried out 
of the machine with a crowbar. 
“We were able to make an arrest 
and close a case which had been 
pending since Dec. 21,” Nielsen 
said. 

The state of Utah first talked of 
implementing a fingerprint com- 
puter system in 1984, but the cost 
was too prohibitive, Dennis said. It 
wasn’t until 1988 that the Western 
Identification Network combined 
funds to operate a multi-state sys- 
tem. The five states working to- 
gether are Utah, Idaho, Nevada, 
Wyoming and Oregon.

Provo Police

An upgraded emergency 911 sys- 
tem in Utah County was put into op- 
eration Tuesday at 3 a.m. 

It now takes two to 2.5 seconds for 
an emergency call with the address, 
telephone number and any other in- 
formation needed about the address 
to appear on the screen of the police 
department telephone operator, said 
Owen Quarnberg, of the Utah County 
Sheriff's Department. 

Quarnberg said a large percentage 
of telephone calls don’t have any an- 
swer on the other end of the line be- 
cause of a disconnection or other 
problems. 

The new system would allow the 
telephone operator to immediately 
eall back for assistance. 

The results of a poll taken on rea- 
sons for unanswered calls showed 45 
percent of the calls are terminated on 
account of abuse. A person attempts 
to call for help and the abuser discon- 
nects the call, Quarnberg said. 

Jery Markling, captain of the Provo 
Police Department Center, said the 
former system took up to 30 minutes 
to trace a call if the person on the 
other end of the line wasn’t able to 
respond or the phone was discon- 
nected.

smaller, or more © fundamental, 
things. This is why; in chemistry and 
physics, we learn about fundamental 
particles which are combined in large 
mathematical. models for abstract 
study. The strength of “Chaos” is that 
it allows us to combine fundamental 
particles in non-linear mathematical 
models and study them abstractly. 
The amazing thing is that in “Chaos” 
this non-linear relationship behaves 
in predictable ways. The reason it 
took us so long to find this relation- 
ship is that we could never do the 
math fast enough. 

It is in this sense that the history of 
“Chaos” is really the history of com- 
puter processing, and we can expect 
wonderful new relationships to be dis- 
covered as computers get bigger and 
faster. But the fact remains that 
“Chaos” is ultimately founded upon 
math, which is founded upon logic, 
and what logic is founded upon is still 
uncertain. 

The philosophic mind twister “what 
is the reason for reason” demon- 
strates the weakness of “Chaos.” 


~ While we have new ways to describe 


things that, before, were hopelessly 
complex (like the rise and fall of the 
NYSE), we cannot say that this new 
ability to predict makes something 
more significant. It is in this sense 
that perhaps “Chaos” will demon- 
strate another of the many character- 
isties of scientific revolutions: The 
change of syntax without a change in 
lexicon. 

This simply means that scientists 
like to solve problems, and when the 
language they are currently using to 
solve problems ‘slows them down, 
they begin to: look for new ways to 
represent the old questions. But just

“Peewee” gangs are involved in 
weapons and extortion in Salt Lake 
City’s elementary schools and will be- 
come a bigger problem if not soon put 
to a stop, said a Salt Lake City Police 
official.

Stallworth said the media portrays 
the image that it is fashionable and 
‘cool’ to be a gang member, therefore 
the kids find it extremely appealing.

because someone is looking for the 
meaning of life in English doesn’t 
mean that they will be any more suc- 
cessful asking the same questions in 
Chinese. If an entire discipline at- 
tempts to learn the new syntax of 
fractal mathematics, will anything be 
accomplished? 

The beginning years of any revolu- 
tion are usually a rediscovery of what 
was already known. And whois to say 
that in 50 years we will not all know 
fractals so well that we once again 
realize that something is still missing, 
and the process will begin all over 
again? 

At this point I would like to say that 
I welcome “Chaos” with open arms 
and, I hope, an open mind. While I 
don’t see great foundations for mean- 
ing being pioneered by the fathers of 
fractals, I do see many exciting new 
places that I would like to use 
“Chaos.” 

Within my own discipline of psy- 
chology, I would like to run countless 
studies on a fractal-based statistical 
program, and within cognitive sci- 
ence I would like to see an interdisci- 
plinary nucleus of “Chaos” grow.
